i. The purpose of this memorandum i with you 
procedures to be followed by in the event

2. In your recent meeting with our Chief, Benefits and 
Counseling Branch, you noted that the procedure which we had 
developed for field stations, Book Dispatch No. 1260, had not been 
made available to[ sds. copy oof that book dispatch 
and a recent amendment to it are attached. 


3. As you will note in the attachments, we have developed a 
means by which stations act having mortuary facilities immediately 
available to them may call apon military facilities which are 
available in the geographic area. This procedure has been 


successfully used in several stations and should be brought to the STATINTL 
immediate attention of In the event of a death 
occurring at that station, should immediately STAT 


telephone the nearest military mortuary service and request 
assistance. We are confident that the requested assistance will be 
granted. 


4. It should be noted, however, that the procedure involves the 
capability of the station to previde some temporary embalming or 
cold storage arrangement uatil such time as the military mortuary 
assistance can be obtained. For this reason, it is important that we 
determine whether or not the[ ——————sédiits able to provide some 
emergency stand-by service that can be used pending the arrival of 
the military mortician. STATINTL 


5. itis suggested, therefore, that the station be surveyed for the 
purpose of determining whether temporary embalming or refrigeration — 
services are available for death cases. At the same time, we should 
find out whether or not there are any problems of air transportation 
te and from the nearest military mortuary service. 
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6. Our interest stems from a desire to render as much service 
as possible to our field installations in these emergency cases and 
to do as much planning in advance as is possible. Consequently, 
the field should bring to our attention any difficulties which it 
envisions so that we may provide the staff guidance that may be needed.
